it is with great pride and satisiac- 
tion to tell you that the newspaper 
you are now reading was printed on a 
Badcock No, 6 Printipg Press that is 
a far cry trom the old Diamond tat 
we have been battling ‘or the past 
three years. 


It has long been a dream of ours 
to instal a new (to us) press that 
would make it possible for us to do 
the job we started — to print a weekly 
newspaper. A good number of times 
duriug our stay here we have had the 
main work of the paper done and when 
we put it on the press to print —a pro- 
ceas that should have taken about an 
hour—the ojd thing would become 
coutrary and refused to operate prop- 
erly or sometimes at all. it has been, 
at Umes, a heartbreaking experience 
to gee all the work gathering the news 
and the ads and the setting and mak- 
ing up just sit and grow old just be- 
cause we were unable to get the press 
running. 


Some night ask why we didn’t get 
new parts and repair it— the reason 
is that the Diamond Press hse heen 
out of production for more years than 
most of us can remember. We were 
fortunate a year ago to get some parts 
oll the Diamoud in Magrath that made 
it possible for us to do a little repair- 
ing but as soon as we had one fault 
fixed up another would develop. Many 
times during our stay here we have 
taken almost every part off that could 
be removed and tried everyth.ng in our 
power to get it going right—to no 
avail. 

Up until Christmas the old press had 
caused us much anguish and been re- 
sponsible for hundreds of bruise and 
minor lacerations but had not attacked 
very viciously——a kind of cold war 
had developed during our many hours 
ot our association. All that came to 
an end with the yuletide issue for at 
that time the press took advantage of 
the cheery situation and launched an 
all-out offensive that cost me the nail 
of my index finger and the doctor the 
inconvience of being called from a 
turkey dinner —1 thought I had been 
mortally wounded but as it turned out 
I wasn't. Even so the decision to get 
rid of “The Thing” had been made. 

We had heard that there was a press 
for sale at Drumheller so while in Cal- 
gary visiting Roxies folks we travelled 
out there to find that the press they 
had for sale might have been an im- 
provement but we doubted it. Our next 
move was to phone the Bowes Bros. 
in Grande Prairie about the one they 
had advertized in our trade magazine. 
From the description of it we feared 
that the cost would run into the thou- 
sands but because of the transport 
ation factors involved they had decid- 
ed to sell it for a thousand dollars 
“where is, as is". To get further know- 
ledge about it we drove up to see it — 
a thing not recommended — the driv- 
ing up there we mean! 

We made a tentative agreement with 
them to buy it for half cash and month- 
ly terms and with the help of our fri- 
endly banker we carried out this deal. 
When we were up there looking the 
press over we had made arrangement# 
with an expert from Edmonton to dis- 
mantle the press and re-assemble it 
here for us. We were to get the press 
as soon as the Bowes Bros. got their 
four-page press in operation but a 
couple of parts had been lost in ship- 
ment so they had to be ordered from 
New York. Just as the parts arrived 
there the press expert died which re- 
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day for us 


ary in further delay for us. The 
rig were tricky to instal and so the 
fellows up there had their hands more 
tian full but at last the great day ar- 
rived and with not just a little fear in 
thy heart I started for the far north to 
disMantle the machine myself 

his process was not to difficult and 
when my good brother Jay's truck ar- 
ived the press was loaded and the 
long journey back was started. Bob 
Hillmer, the driver, says as far as he's 
concerned he has seen the great north 
for the last time if he has to drive a 
truck to see it again. 

Did you ever try loading and uuload- 
ing a five ton machine with a truck 
equipped with a gin pole If you hav- 
n't I can tell you there will be butter- 
flys floating around in your mid-sec- 
tion when you see all that weight 
carried on that oné cable. There were 
about three ton of smaller parts that 
were taken off the press and packed 
#vound the main body of the machine 
that weren't too bad to get off but oh 
boy when that big part was lifted I 
just closed my eyes and prayed. 

At last the whole thing was on the 
ground and all that remained was to 
dismante it further and carry it into 
the shop and re-assemble it. This pro- 
cess has been going on for the past 
week and at last you are reading the 
fruits of our labors, 

We now have a press comparably to 
almost any one now contained in a 
weekly newspaper plant. It is capable 
of doing the-finest book work, colored 
posters and all sgrts of thing and so 
are we, We have been fortunate in 
getting another young fellow to come 
to work for us and so we are now ina 
position to give fast, efficient and ec- 
onomical service for all kinds of print- 
ing and a much better coverage of lo- 
cal and district news. 

All this brings us to the subject of 
money. We didn't have enough of the 


long green to buy this press but 
thought that if we could guarantee 
our subscribers a paper every week 


that they would rally to our aid by 
paying their two-fifty for a subscrip- 
tion. The original thousand dollars 
for the press has now almost doubled 
because of all the installation costs so 
we are in hopes that we can collect 
enough from our individual readers to 
pay off a large portion of this debt. 
For your convience the expiration date 
of your subscription is on the front 
of this paper and your prompt atien- 
tion to your renewal (if expired) will 
be sincerely appreciated. We are even 
sure enough of our position now to 
accept two-year subscriptions at a dis- 
count of ten percent (for a limited 
time). 

It is our intention that when we get 
caught up on our work and get things 
into shape here at the shop to hold 
an “open house” day so that everyone 
interested can come in and see our 
machine in operation, We have a 
linotype, an automatic press, and big 
newspaper press, a paper cutter, a 
casting box and saw and other mis- 
cellanious tools of the trade that will 
prove interesting to anyone. If, in the 
meantime, you are in our neighborhood 
you are cordially invited to drop in 
and look around and became acquaint- 
ed with our new printer, Harold Pus- 
tanyk.

He stated that everyone is interest- 
ed in cancer, and those who live to 
middie life, know about cancer, as it 
has probably touched their lives in 
some way. Consider what cancer is — 
it is an abno:mal growth of cells or 
tissues, rapidly growing and changing 
in appearance, and spread through the 
blood or lymph glands. Two main 
types are benign and malignant. Can- 
is not contagious. Symptoms are 
sudden loss of weight, loss of appetite, 
any abnormal lump or swelling, loss 
of colour, abnormal bleeding, and an- 
uemia, Pain is a late symton, The 
cause of this disease is irritation of 
some sort, and congenital condition. 
The most common cancer in men, is 
skin, stomach, rectum lung, bowel and 
prostate, In women, breast, uterous, 
ovary, lung and bowel. Cancer is not 
so common in children, however, they 
ure prone to cancer of the kidney, and 
cuncer of the bones, Treatment of can- 
cer is by X-ray, radium, cobalt bomb, 
and radio 
gery. Related conditions to cancer are 
leukemis, and Hodgkins desease, The 
future outlook ,is that cancer will be 
more and more common, as we live 
longer, it has become a disease of old 
age, There is a definite family tend- 
ency to cancer, What can be done 
research is important, and there are 
three clinies in this pro 
vinee, ready to help. Early treatment 
is necessary, and is paid for by the 
Province if authorized by a doctor.

1080 Spotted 21 Places 
In M. D. of Sugar City 


Plans have been put into operation 
to bring an end to the dominion of the 
Coyote over the sheep, poultry and 
calves in this part of the province. 
Recently the poison 1080 was spotted 
in twenty-one places in the Munict-° 
pality of Sugar City by Jimmy Archi- 
bald, government man from Leth. 
bridge and Ray Depew of Raymond. 

The poison called 1080 has proven 
highly successful for the past several 
years in the United States and was 
put out in the M. D. of Sugar City 
last spring but was too late to do any 
real good, This year the officials are 
getting the jump on Mr. Coyote and 
have high hopes of reucing his num- 
bers greatly by next Spring. 

Permission must be obtained from 
the owners of the land before bait 
can be placed and so far McIntyre 
Ranch is the only place in the District 
that have refused. This was done be- 
cause the management are of the opin- 
jon that coyotes are needed to keep 
the mice in check. After permission 
has been granted the bait, a plece of 
horsemeat soaked in the poison, is 
staked down and all the gates leading 
into the field are posted with red and 
white warning signs so hunters and 
farmers with dogs can take the nec- 
essary precautions against losing 
their dogs. It only takes a thimble full 
of 1080 to poison the carcass of a 
whole horse and it takes only one- 
eighth of a horse to kill about fifty 
coyotes. The polson is deadly to only 
those animals that eat the bait so it Is 
perfectly safe as far as cattle and 
horses are concerned, In the Spring 
the bones of the animals used as bait 
are gathered up and destroyed. The 
horses used as bait this year were 
donated by Alf Rirle, the Kirkaldy and 
the O.K. Colony . 


This action by the Municipality is 
welcomed with open arms by sheep 
ranchers who have been losing heavi- 
ly in recent years to the coyotes. One 
man has gone out of the sheep busi- 
ness eight times because of these pests 
that will kill a sheep or turkey any 
time and that are responsible for the 
loss of many calves in the Spring. 
One farmer in the south country said 
that he couldn’t leave his sheep for 
half an hour before the coyotes were 
after them. Packs of up to fifteen have 
been seen on MclIntyre land. 

Mr. Depew told us how the coyotes 
operate —a story we found highly in- 
teresting. He said that ordinarily coy- 
otes do not chase the sheep but just 
lay in the grass until a sheep eats its 
way up to it—after that there’s no- 
thing to it. Another method used by 
this cunning creature is to walk right 
with the sheep, as many as four coy- 
otes have been seen doing this in 
broad daylight. 

Ray also told us of some of the rea- 
sons for the increase in coyote popu- 
lation, the greatest of which was the 
lack of demand for the pelt. In years 
gone by a good pelt would bring as 
high as twenty dollars and it was well 
worth while to go after them. In recent 
years the ladies are demanding — and 
getting— furs of different animais 
and so the coyote is left to multiply 
rapidly. Another reason for the in- 
crease here is that some places, such 
as McIntyre and the Blood Indian Re- 
serve, will not permit the use of 1080 
and do little else to keep the popula- 
tion down. Whenever they get over 
crowded there they move right into 
this area. 

The world will never be without 
problems even though men of science 
are working constantly to make our 
three score and ten here as comforable 
as possible.
